1. DITTERT (INCB) ADVISED MISSOFF THAT HE/GREENFIELD, ON THEIR 
RETURN VISIT TO NEW DELHI ON DEC 20/21, DISCUSSED WITH 
NARCOTICS COMMISSIONER SONALKAR (SINGH WAS OUT OF TOWN) MATTERS 
RAISED WITH THEM BY NEPALESE OFFICIALS AND REPORTED REF B. 

2. DITTERT SAID SONALKAR HAD ACKNOWLEDGED THERE IS SOME 
CANNABIS CULTIVATED IN INDIA NEAR NEPALESE BORDER AND HAD 
AGREED THAT SOMETHING SHOULD BE DONE ABOUT THIS. STATED ALSO 
THAT SONALKAR HAD NOT DISSENTED FROM NEPALESE OFFICIALS 
CLAIM THAT CANNABIS TRAFFICKING FROM NEPAL TO INDIA IS CARRIED 
ON BY INDIANS AND HAD SAID THAT GOI WILL COOPERATE WITH 
NEPALESE AUTHORITIES TO BRING THIS SITUATION UNDER CONTROL. 
DITTERT ADDED THAT SONALKAR ALSO SAID HE INTENDS VISIT NEPAL 
PRIOR TO NEXT SESSION OF NATIONAL PANCHAYAT AND WILL GIVE 
GON ASSURANCES ON THESE MATTERS. 

3. DITTERT NOTED FURTHER THAT WHILE HE WAS IN NEW DELHI HE 
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SAW NEWLY ELECTED INCB MEMBER ANAND AND ASKED HIM TO FOLLOW-UP 
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WITH GOI RE FOREGOING. ADDED THAT ANAND AGREED DO THIS AFTER 
MARCH 1 WHEN HE FORMALLY TAKES UP HIS DUTIES ON INCB.BASSIN 
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
